att, he hearing the nopſe of their comming,fledde to Neninton, 
where he was appꝛehended and taried to Newgate,and from 
thence bꝛought the flue and twenteth daye of Januarie to the 
Seſſions houſe in Southwarke, where he was arrained and 
condemed of wilfull murder, which murther be had commi-- 
ted the fourth day of the ſame month, And thus haue AJ diſbur⸗ 
dened the heaup clogge of my greeued conſcience, and done my 
— duetie to him dead, whom whilelt he lined, 4 loned and
